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The follow is a new transcript of digitized records of a 1684 deed in the Middlesex 
Registry of Deeds, Cambridge, Massachusetts.' The deed is for the third and last 
grant of Indian land to English settlers in Sudbury as a body. 


A partial transcription of this deed exists in the 1891 Annals of Sudbury”. 
According to the Annals, this deed added two miles westward to the two prior land 
grants, totaling six miles. It was bounded by Concord on the north, Watertown (now 
Weston) on the east, and on the south, by Nobscott Hill along the Framingham and 
Sudbury boundary. 


How this transcription differs from the Annals of Sudbury: 


Blocks of text omitted in the Annals are transcribed in full and are framed using 
dotted lines. This includes the text on pages 347and 348, and all margin notes. 

Spelling was not standardized in 1684, and there were often inconsistencies 
within the same document. However, where there are differences between the 
original handwritten record and the Annals version, bold face is used here to identify 
changes, such as certain names, dates, and abbreviations. 

Additionally, for this version, effort was made to replicate the signatures or 
symbols used by the Indian signatories. 


Some conventions of the period: 


In 1684, March was the first month of the year, not January. So, the month of 
May is the third month, and is seen in both forms on page 352.° 

It was customary for the last word of text on one page to be written below the last 
line, and sometimes repeated as the first word on the following page. 

The words y¥’ and y’ as used here are equivalent to the words the and that. The 
archaic form is the result of two conventions: 


First, Anglo-Saxon language included the now-extinct “thorn or porn (b)” 
pronounced th, which has been rendered by printers using the letter y; + 


Secondly, abbreviations frequently consisted of the first part of a word followed by 
one or two remaining letters written in superscript, for example, y“= the, 
and s‘ = said.
